TEAM NOTES AGAINST CHICAGO FIRE 


• Saturday’s match will be the 50th regular-season meeting between the two teams and the 
69th meeting overall, including MLS Cup Playoff, U.S. Open Cup and SuperLiga matches. 

• The Revs are 18-21-10 all-time in the reglar season against Chicago and 26-31-11 against 
the Fire in all competitions. 

• Saturday’s game will be the first of three regular-season meetings this year between the two 
sides, and the only one at Gillette Stadium. The clubs will face each other at Toyota Park on 
July 25 and October 3. 

• The Revolution are 13-9-3 against Chicago at home, including an 11-8-2 mark at Gillette 
Stadium. 

• The Revs are 5-12-7 away to Chicago in the regular season, including a 2-7-3 record at 
Toyota Park since its opening in 2006. 

• New England is 4-1 -0 at home against Chicago in the teams’ last five meetings in Foxborough 
dating back to the start of the 2012 season. 

• The Revs are 5-3-1 against the Fire since 2012, when Jay Heaps was named head coach. 

• New England’s win over the Fire on June 2, 2012 snapped a 10-game winless streak agianst 
Chicago. 

• The two sides split the season series in 2014, going 1 -1 -1 over three games. 

• The Revs and Fire have met in the MLS Cup Playoffs eight times in their history with all com¬ 
ing since 2000. New England knocked Chicago out of the playoffs in 2002, 2005, 2006 and 
2007 while the Fire eliminated the Revs in 2000, 2003, 2008 and 2009. 

• The Revs and the Fire have also met twice in the U.S. Open Cup with Chicago winning on 
both occasions, while the Fire also beat the Revs in the 2009 Superliga Semifinal.

REGULAR SEASON 

• Kelyn Rowe leads the team with three goals and three assists in eight games 
against Chicago. 

• Andy Dorman has scored two goals and recorded two assists, all of which 
came in 2006, in 16 games against the Fire. 

• Diego Fagundez has recorded two goals and one assist against Chicago, with 
his most recent strike coming in the Revs’ 2-1 win over Chicago on September 
7, 2014. 

• Teal Bunbury, who played in all three games agianst the Fire in 2014, scored 
two goals and recorded one assist in eight appearances against Chicago with 
Sporting Kansas City. Bunbury’s last goal against the Fire came in 2011. 

• Juan Agudelo also has two goals and one assist against the Fire. He scored a 
goal and recorded an assist in a 4-1 Chivas USA win on March 24, 2013 before 
adding a goal for the Revs on August 17, 2013. 

• Charlie Davies and Lee Nguyen have both scored a goal against the Fire. 
Nguyen’s came from the penalty spot in a 1-1 draw at Toyota Park on April 19, 
2014 while Davies’ was the game-winner in the sides’ most recent meeting on 
September 7, 2014. 

• Jose Goncalves, Jermaine Jones, Brad Knighton and Chris Tierney all have 
one assist against the Fire with all but Knighton’s coming while a member of 
the Revolution. 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 2-2-1 against Chicago, posting a 1.20 goals against 
average and one shutout 

• Brad Knighton is 2-0-0 against Chicago with one shutout and an 0.50 GAA. It 
was in the second of those two games - a 3-1 Vancouver win - that Knighton 
tallied the only assist of his MLS career.

TEAM NOTES 


WINLESS IN SIX 

New England enters Saturday’s game in the midst of a six-game winless streak, 
going 0-2-4 since May 2. This is the club’s longest winless streak since last season’s 
club record eight-game losing streak and the longest winless streak currently in 
MLS. 

After a loss this season, the Revs are 0-1-2, including a 1-1 draw with D.C. United 
on May 23 after their last defeat. 

STREAK SNAPPED 

For the first time since April 19, the Revolution failed to score first in a game, losing 
2-0 away to Portland last weekend. New England had tied a club record by scoring 
first in seven consecutive games before then, going 2-1-4 in that time. This was the 
third time that the Revs had scored first in seven straight games, having previously 
done so early in the 2005 season and then again in the final game of 2007 and the 
first six of 2008. 

On the season, the Revs are 1-3-0 when allowing the first goal compared to 4-1-4 
when scoring first while two games have ended 0-0. 

HOME UNBEATEN STREAK CONTINUES TO GROW 

With their 2-2 draw with the LA Galaxy, the Revs extended their club record home 
unbeaten streak to 16 games. The streak began on July 30, 2014 when the Revs 
beat Colorado 3-0, snapping an eight-game losing streak, with the club going 10-0-6 
at home during the streak and outscoring their opponents 27-11. The Revs’ 16-game 
home unbeaten streak, which is four games longer than the previous club record, is 
tied for the 13th longest such streak in MLS history. 

The Revs will have two chances to extend their home unbeaten streak in the month 
of June, hosting the Chicago Fire on Saturday night and Vancouver Whitecaps FC 
on June 27. This season, they are 3-0-5 at home for 14 of their 21 points. 

New England entered last weekend in a tie with D.C. United for the second-longest 
current home unbeaten streak in MLS, with only the LA Galaxy (21 games) having a 
longer one. However, both United and the Galaxy lost at home last weekend, mean¬ 
ing that the Revs 16-game streak in the longest in MLS at this time.The MLS record 
for the longest home unbeaten streak is held by the Houston Dynamo, who went 30 
consecutive games without losing at home between July 2011 and April 2013. 

Including the MLS Cup Playoffs, the Revs home unbeaten streak is now at 18 
games, going 11-0-7 since July 30, which includes a 1-0-1 mark in the postseason at 
Gillette Stadium. 

REVS TO FACE CHARLOTTE IN U.S. OPEN CUP 

The Revolution will begin their quest for a second U.S. Open Cup title on Wednes¬ 
day, June 17 when they host the USL’s Charlotte Independence in the Fourth Round 
of the competition. That game, which will kick off at 7:30 p.m., will be played at 
Harvard’s Soldiers Field Soccer Stadium. If the Revs, who have been eliminated by 
a lower league team in the competition five times, advance to the Fifth Round of the 
competition, they will discover their opponent for that round on June 18. 

While this will be the first time that the Revs face the Independence in the more than 
100-year-old competition, it will be the second time in club history that they play an 
Open Cup game at Soldiers Field, having defeated the New York Red Bulls 4-2 in 
front of a capacity crowd in the Fourth Round of the 2013 Open Cup. 

START OF A BUSY STRETCH 

Since the start of the MLS regular season in early March, the Revolution have 
played a game every weekend of the season, including one Friday night game early 
last month. However, in that time, the club has been forced to play just one midweek 
game, losing 4-2 away to Sporting Kansas City on Wednesday, May 20. However, 
that is about to change as the Revs could play as many as six games over the next 
three weeks 

If the Revs defeat Charlotte in the Open Cup on Wednesday, they would advance 
to the Fifth Round of the competition on June 30 or July 1, meaning that they would 
play a midweek game in three consecutive weeks. 
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TEAM NOTES 


TWO ON GOLD CUP PROVISIONAL ROSTER 

Juan Agudelo and Lee Nguyen were each included on the U.S. National Team’s 
35-man provisional roster, which was announced on Wednesday. That initial list will 
be cut to 29 (23 players and six replacements) ahead of the start of the competition. 
The U.S. will play one friendly, facing Guatemala on July 3, before beiginning their 
Gold Cup campaign on July 7 agianst Honduras. They will then face Haiti on July 10 
at Gillette Stadium before wrapping up group play on July 13 against Panama. 

Agudelo was a member of the U.S. squad that finished second in the 2011 Gold 
Cup, but he missed the 2013 tournament because of injury. He has three goals in 20 
appearances with the U.S. National Team. Nguyen, who has six caps for the U.S., 
has never before played in the Gold Cup. 

AGUDELO RETURNS FROM INTERNATIONAL DUTY 

Juan Agudelo returned to New England on Thursday after playing the first half of the 
U.S. National Team’s 2-1 win over Germany. Agudelo started that game, collecting 
his 20th cap and second since returning to the Revs in January. This was his first 
start for the National Team since June 2011 when he started in the CONCACAF 
Gold Cup Semifinal against Panama. 

As a result of his internatioanl duty, Agudelo missed last weekend’s loss to Portland. 
That was the first game that he had not started for the Revs this season. He had 
been the only player to start each of the club’s first 14 games. He is now just three 
starts shy of equaling his career-high, which was set in 2012. 

PERMANENT FIXTURES 

With Juan Agudelo missing last weekend’s game, just two players have now played 
in all 15 of the Revs’ regular season games this season. Scott Caldwell and Kelyn 
Rowe have appeared in every game, with Caldwell making 14 starts and logging 
a team-high 1,279 minutes of action while Rowe has made 10 starts, playing 854 
minutes. They have combined to score five goals this season and rank first and 
second respectively on the team in assists with Caldwell setting up four goals while 
Rowe has set up three. 

GONCALVES TAKES THE ARMBAND AGAIN 

With Jermaine Jones out injured, Jose Goncalves once again wore the captain’s 
armband for the Revolution on Saturday against Portland. This was the sixth time 
this season that he had served as the Revs captain, and first since April 11 when 
New England played to a 0-0 home draw with Columbus. In those six games, New 
England is 2-3-1. 

Since joining the Revs ahead of the start of the 2013 season, Goncalves has ap¬ 
peared in 72 games, starting all but one of those. He has served as the Revolution 
captain in 60 of those games with the club going 27-22-11 in that time. 

SHUTTLEWORTH CLOSING IN ON A CENTURY 

Bobby Shuttleworth played the 89th game of his MLS career on Saturday against 
Portland, making three saves in a 2-0 defeat. If he pays on Saturday against the 
Fire, against who he has a 2-2-1 record with one shutout in five appearances, he 
willl become the 32nd goalkeeper in MLS history to appear in 90 or more games. 

If Shuttleworth appears in 11 of New England’s final 19 games this season, he will 
become the 28th goalkeeper in league history to appear in 100 or more games and 
the second to do so for the Revolution. If he starts 13 of those 19 games, Shuttle- 
worth will become the 26th keeper in MLS history with 100 or more starts. 

For his career, Shuttleworth has a 34-36-19 record with 25 shutouts. He ranks 
second in club history in all major goalkeeping categories, including games played, 
games started, wins and saves while his 1.30 goals against average is the bets in 
club history. 


FAGUNDEZ REMAINS ONE FROM A RECORD 

Diego Fagundez was an unused substitute last weekend against Portland, leaving 
him stuck on 99 games played in his MLS career. He remains one game away from 
becoming the youngest player in MLS history to appear in 100 games. Since signing 
with the Revs in 2010, Fagundez has scored 23 goals, including an MLS record 
22 as a teenager, to go along with 15 assists in his 99 games. He has made eight 
appearances against the Fire, scoring twice and adding one assist. 

If Fagundez plays in one of New England’s next eight games, he will become the 
youngest player to play 100 games in MLS history, breaking the current record, 
which is held by Eddie Gaven. Gaven, who began his career with the MetroStars 
and later went on to join Columbus, played in his 100th game on April 7,2007 at 
the age of 20 years and 164 days. Fagundez will be 20 years and 119 days old on 
Saturday when the Revs face Chicago, leaving him 45 days shy of Gaven’s record. 

When Fagundez plays his 100th game, he will become the 23rd player in Revolution 
history to do so and the third to accoplish the feat this season, joining Lee Nguyen, 
who did so on April 11 against Columbus and Kelyn Rowe, who did so on May 8 
against Orlando City. His 23 goals are tied with Imad Baba for ninth-most in club 
history while his 15 assists are tied with Mike Burns - the man who signed Fagundez 
as a 15-year-old back in 2010 - for the 14th most in club history. 

BOUNCING BACK 

The Revolution were shutout for the fifth time this season last Saturday against the 
Timbers, falling 2-0. This was the first time that they had been shutout since April 11 
against Columbus and the first time that they had done so in a loss since March 15 
against NYC FC. 

This season, the Revs are 2-1-1 in their next game after being shutout, including 
wins in each of their last two games. 

YELLOW CARDS ADDING UP 

While no Revolution players can be suspended for the club’s June 21 trip to RFK 
Stadium where they will face D.C. United, because of yellow card accumulation, six 
players find themselves two bookings away from a potential one-game suspension. 
Andy Dorman, who missed the May 23 game against United after collecting his fifth 
yellow card, is tied for the MLS lead with six cautions, which leave him two away 
from a suspension. Juan Agudelo, Teal Bunbury, Jermaine Jones, Lee Nguyen and 
London Woodberry all have three yellow cards this season and will be placed on 
warning the next time that they are booked. 

If any of those players go three straight games without being booked - after receiv¬ 
ing their next caution - they will have one card removed from their record, leaving 
them two cautions shy of a suspension. Other than Dorman, of the players that 
are on the verge of warning, only Bunbury and Nguyen have ever served an MLS 
suspension for yellow card accumulation with Nguyen doing so in 2013 and Bunbury 
in 2014. 

A BUNBURY GOAL = POINTS FOR THE REVS 

Teal Bunbury scored his third goal of the season on May 31 agianst the LA Galaxy, 
giving the Revs a 1-0 lead after just five minutes. Since joining the Revs ahead of 
the 2014 MLS season, Bunbury has scored nine goals for the club in regular-season 
and postseason play combined. In those nine games, the Revs are 8-0-1, having 
won each of the first eight before Sunday’s draw. Additionally, Bunbury also has nine 
assists in a Revolution shirt with the club going 8-1-0 in those matches. 

Since beginning his career with Kansas City in 2010, Bunbury has scored 30 goals 
in MLS competitions with his teams going 20-1-5 when he scores. 
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TEAM NOTES 


TIERNEY CLOSING IN ON TOP FIVE 

After serving a one-game suspension, Chris Tierney returned to the Revolution 
lineup last weekend, playing the full 90 minutes against Portland. The 29-year-old 
defender is on the verge of joining a handful of Revolution legends in the record 
books by breaking into the club’s top five list for all-time regular-season appear¬ 
ances, starts and minutes played. 

Having signed with the club in June 2008, Tierney is the Revolution’s longest-ten¬ 
ured current player. He has played in 168 games (6th), including 152 starts (7th) for 
a total of 13,466 minutes (7th). The top five in each of these categories is currently 
Shalrie Joseph, Matt Reis, Jay Heaps, Steve Ralston and Taylor Twellman - in that 
order. 

Tierney needs to appear in seven games, make 12 starts and play in 1580 of the 
1710 minutes remaining this season to overtake Twellman and claim fifth place in 
the three categories. 

The septet of Joseph, Reis, Heaps, Ralston Twellman, Tierney and Joe Franchino, 
rank in the top seven in club history in games played, games started and minutes 
played. That group has made a combined 22 MLS Cup starts for the Revs. In 
MLS Cup 2014, Tierney solidified his place in the history books, becoming just the 
second Revs player to score in an MLS Cup, along with Twellman. 

DAVIES HOLDS ON TO THE TEAM LEAD 

While Charlie Davies has not scored in either of his last two games, he was named 
the Revs Man of the Match following last weekend’s loss to Portland and remains 
the club’s leading goal scorer. Davies’ five goals are one more than Juan Agudelo, 
who ranks second on the club with four, and two fewer than Davies’ total of seven 
goals in 2014 when he scored three times in the regular season and an MLS-best 
four times in the postseason. 

Davies, who scored a career-best 11 goals with D.C. United in 2011, enters the 
weekend in a tie for 12th in MLS in scoring with each of his last three goals giving 
the Revs 1-0 leads. New England is 4-0-1 this season when Davies scores and 6-1- 
3 all-time when he scores a goal. Now in his second full season with New England, 
Davies has a goal or an assist in six of his last eight games this season with New 
England going 3-1-2 in that time. 

For his career, Davies has 19 goals and six assists in 62 regular-season games, in¬ 
cluding eight goals and five assists in 36 regular-season games with New England. 
One of those eight goals came agianst the Fire last season when he came off the 
bench to score the game-winner in New England’s 2-1 win over the Fire at Gillette 
Stadium in September. 

REVOLUTION HOMEGROWNS PAY HOMAGE TO THE PAST 

Zachary Herivaux, who became the Revs’ third Homegrown Player on May 2, 
will wear the No. 21 shirt for New England in honor of Revolution legend Shalrie 
Joseph. Joseph, who helped discover Herivaux and has served as a mentor to the 
19-year-old, played in a club record 261 regular-season games for the Revs, scoring 
37 goals and adding 34 assists while being named to the MLS Best XI four times 
and the Revs’ Most Valuable Player in 2005 and 2009. 

Herivaux, who is from Brookline, has not been included in the 18-man squad for any 
of the Revs’ four game since he signed with the club at the start of the month. 

In addition to Herivaux wearing the No. 21 shirt, Scott Caldwell wears the No. 6 shirt 
that his current head coach, Jay Heaps, wore from 2001-09 while Diego Fagundez 
wears the No. 14 shirt that Steve Ralston wore from 2002-10. Joseph, Heaps and 
Ralston rank first, third and fourth in club history in games played and are three of 
the only four players to have appeared in 200 or more regular-season games for 
New England. 
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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 



Long before the sewing of the American 
flag as we know it - before there were 
the United States, and hundreds of years 
before its slightly-altered stars and stripes 
emerged on the Revolution club badge - a 
flag of a different design was flown proudly 
in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 


Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill 
featured a red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the 
New England colonies. While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, 
over time, the design stood out as a symbol of honor for the territory. 

It was a reflection of unification. It’s fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and pas¬ 
sion. 

No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag 
of New England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s 
inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag 
of New England now adorns the Revolution uniforms - both as testament to the region’s 
revolutionary history, and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 

Situated at the base of the neck on the back of the club’s primary jersey and the serving 
as the inspiration for the club’s secondary kit, the flag of New England now lives in honor 
on every New England Revolution jersey. 

With the flag of New England playing such a prominent role in the Revs’ uniforms, the 
players and supporters alike are reminded that the club holds true to its community’s 
historic roots and continues to proudly represent the historic region of New England, 
while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field for each and every game.

Jay Heaps is in his fourth season as the head coach of the New England Revolution after taking the reigns of the club following the 2011 season. In his first three years on the bench, 
Heaps transformed the Revs from a five-win club that finished at the bottom of the Eastern Conference to the 2014 Eastern Conference Championship while playing an open and attrac¬ 
tive brand of soccer that has come to define the new-look Revolution. 

Over the course of his time with the Revolution, Heaps has transformed the club’s roster with just five players (Kevin Alston, Darrius Barnes, Diego Fagundez, Bobby Shuttleworth and 
Chris Tierney) remaining from when he was named the sixth head coach in club history in November 2011. Smart drafting has yielded players like Andrew Farrell and Kelyn Rowe while 
players such as Teal Bunbury, Charlie Davies and Lee Nguyen have all seen their MLS careers revitalized under the tutelage of the 38-year-old’s tutelage. That group, along with the likes 
of Juan Agudelo, Scott Caldwell, captain Jose Goncalves and Jermaine Jones - all signed by New England since Heaps was named head coach - forms the core of today’s New England 
Revolution. 

That group , with the exception of Agudelo, nearly led the Revs to their first MLS Cup championship in 2014, only to fall just shy, losing 2-1 in extra time to the host LA Galaxy. The Revs 
equaled a club record for wins that season and ended the year on a 9-1-1 run that saw the club finish second in the Eastern Conference with 55 points, which were the second-most in 
club history. The team was even better in the playoffs, scoring a record seven goals to beat Columbus 7-3 on aggregate before knocking off New York 4-3 on aggregate in the Eastern 
Conference Championship for the first time since 2007 when Heaps was still playing for the Revs. 

Prior to being named the head coach of the Revolution, Heaps spent nine seasons as a player with the club. He ranks third in club hisory with 243 regular season games played and 
helped New England reach MLS Cup four times while winning the 2007 U.S. Open Cup and the 2008 SuperLiga. He served as an analyst on Revolution television broadcasts in 2010.
